Sir — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hos- 
pitals, I  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  department  for  the  year 
1921. 

The  Department  as  a  Whole 

On  February  1,  Mr.  Morris  Weinberg  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  succeed  himself  for  the  full  term  of  seven  years. 

The  annual  reorganization  of  the  Board  was  effected  by  the  re-elec- 
tion of  Dr.  John  W.  Brannan  as  President  and  Mr.  John  G.  O'Keeffe  as 
Secretary. 

Miss  Katherine  C.  de  Long  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
succeeding  Miss  Carrie  G.  Brink,  who  died  December  10,  1920. 

After  careful  consideration  the  department  estimate  for  1922  was 
transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  provided  for 
salaries  and  wages  to  the  extent  of  $1,777,326.50;  supplies,  equipment, 
repairs  and  replacements,  $1,552,814,  and  for  corporate  stock,  $4,900.  This 
estimate  shows  an  increase  over  1921  of  $287,927.92  for  salaries  and  wages, 
and  $704,350  for  supplies,  equipment  and  open  order  service. 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL 
General 

Early  in  January  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Police  Com- 
missioner advising  the  Trustees,  that  because  of  the  large  amount  of  crime 
directly  traceable  to  drug  addiction  a  Narcotic  Division  had  been  created 
in  the  Police  Department  and  placed  in  charge  of  Dr.  Carlton  Simon,  Special 
Deputy  Police  Commissioner,  and  stating  that  in  his  work  it  might  be 
necessary  to  send  individuals  to  Bellevue  Hospital  for  observation  in  the 
psychopathic  wards.  The  Police  Commissioner  also  asked  that  full  oppor- 
tunity be  given  Dr.  Simon  to  interview  persons  confined  in  the  wards.  The 
Trustees  agreed  to  co-operate  earnestly  with  Dr.  Simon. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  President  an  erection  of  a  roof  ward 
on  Pavilions  I  and  K  was  approved,  the  estimated  cost  being  $12,500.  The 
$10,000  bequeathed  to  Bellevue  Hospital  by  the  late  William  Washington 
Cole  and  $2,500  from  the  $6,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Frederick  T.  Clarke 
are  to  be  used  to  cover  the  expenditure.     The  President  is  authorized  to 
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arrange  such  transfer  and  to  expend  the  funds  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  acknowledged  the  above  generous  bequests  and 
those  of  Julia  Seligman  for  $2,500  and  Helen  M.  Lowell  for  $500. 

The  Trustees  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Medical  Board  that  Clarence  S.  Nathan,  Inc.,  be  authorized 
to  print  and  sell  Bellevue  Hospital  Nomenclature  of  Diseases  and  Condi- 
tions under  the  copyright  of  the  Trustees  without  royalty.  The  books  are 
to  be  published  in  the  same  form  and  binding  as  provided  in  previous  edi- 
tions, and  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  to  have  no  responsibility  for  any  ex- 
pense for  printing  or  advertising  them  in  medical  or  hospital  journals. 

The  Department  of  Education  requested  the  establishment  of  an  Amer- 
icanization Class  in  the  hospital  for  instruction  in  English  and  Citizenship 
for  the  patients,  the  class  to  be  in  session  four  hours  each  week.  On  the 
recommendation  of  the  President,  the  establishment  of  such  a  class  was 
authorized. 

The  Barnum  &  Bailey-Ringling  Brothers  Circus  gave  their  sixth  annual 
entertainment  on  the  hospital  grounds  on  April  27  to  some  700  patients. 

Occupational  Therapy 

For  many  years  the  beneficial  effects  of  occupation  have  been  demon- 
strated in  the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  but  it  remained  for  the  great  war 
to  teach  its  value  in  general  and  special  hospitals.  For  a  long  time  past 
nurses  have  given  patients  work  at  making  surgical  dressings.  The  patients 
enjoyed  the  work,  as  it  made  time  pass  more  quickly.  Later  this  plan  was 
developed  and  placed  on  a  more  formal  thorough  system  by  trained  teachers 
in  various  handicrafts  and  has  extended  into  the  many  services  of  the  hos- 
pital. We  now  have  five  trained  teachers  or  reconstruction  aides,  all  paid 
from  private  funds.  The  work  was  started  in  the  psychopathic  and  neu- 
rological wards ;  extended  to  the  surgical  and  tuberculosis  wards,  and 
recently  into  a  few  of  the  medical  wards.  Some  280,  about  23  per  cent,  of 
all  the  patients  in  the  hospital,  are  now  receiving  instruction  in  the  wards 
and  workshop,  with  a  total  of  5,276  since  October  1,  1920.  The  opinion 
of  many  of  our  leading  physicians  and  surgeons  is  that  the  period  of  hospi- 
talization is  greatly  shortened  by  Occupational  Therapy.  At  the  Trustees' 
suggestion,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  Board  has  directed 
that  a  notice  be  posted  in  all  wards  and  in  the  Out  Patient  Department  call- 
ing attention  to  this  work  and  requesting  the  Visiting  and  Assistant  Visit- 
ing Physicians  and  Surgeons,  when  sending  patients,  to  prescribe  the  occu- 
pation they  think  would  be  most  beneficial. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Administration 

To  make  the  compensation  rates  in  accord  with  those  in  private  hos- 
pitals and  with  those  provided  by  the  State   Industrial  Commission,   the 
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Trustees  authorized  the   following  rates   for  compensation  cases  admitted 

to  the  hospitals  of  the  department :

Use  of  Operating  Room 5 .00 

General  Anesthetic   5 .00 

First  X-ray  Plate 5 .00 

Subsequent   X-ray   Plates 3.00 

Laboratory  Charge   2 .  00

Subsequent  Visits 1 .  50 

Emergency  Treatment   3 .00 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  respective  Conference  Committees,  the 
Trustees  approved  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical 
Board  that  diplomas  or  certificates  be  issued  to  Resident  Physicians,  Sur- 
geons and  Pathological  Internes,  stating  the  place  held  and  the  time  spent  in 
service,  and  that  the  residents  on  the  tuberculosis  service  who  served  a  year 
or  more  be  given  a  certificate  similar  to  those  issued  to  internes  serving  for 
the  same  or  an  equal  period  on  special  services.  The  form  of  diploma  or 
certificate  to  be  issued  was  referred  to  the  President  with  full  power. 

Several  City  Magistrates,  including  the  Chief  Magistrate,  requested 
that  the  Trustees  furnish  the  services  of  an  Alienist  when  necessary,  par- 
ticularly in  connection  with  the  Domestic  Relations  Court.  The  Trustees 
approved  a  plan  presented  by  the  Director  of  the  Psychopathic  Service  for 
the  formation  of  a  Board  of  Alienists  whose  duties  would  be  to  take  charge 
of  the  psychiatric  work  in  the  various  courts.  The  Director  of  the  Service 
later  submitted  to  the  Trustees  a  personnel  of  the  proposed  department 
with  the  titles  of  members  who  are  to  act  on  the  staff. 

The  attendance  at  the  Physio-therapy  Department  has  become  so  large 
it  is  necessary  to  limit  the  work.  As  many  of  the  patients  coming  to  this 
department  are  from  outside  of  the  hospital,  the  Trustees  decided  that  those 
in  the  hospital  be  treated  first. 

The  Trustees  have  given  consent  to  the  Director  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Service  for  the  development  of  a  plan  whereby  the  tuberculosis  clinic  might 
better  fulfill  the  responsibilities  to  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  by 
offering  to  certain  neighborhood  physicians  the  opportunity  of  free  con- 
sultations at  the  clinics  with  members  of  the  tuberculosis  staff,  in  order  to 
obtain  their  views  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment.  It  is  also  proposed  to 
offer  the  services  of  hospital  nurses  at  the  homes  of  such  patients  residing  in 
the  district,  the  report  of  the  visits  being  sent  to  the  physicians  and  a  copy 
kept  on  file  with  the  clinical  records. 

The  Director  of  Laboratories  reported  that  to  carry  on  properly  the 
work  of  the  Pathological  Department  it  would  be  necessary  to  increase  the 
personnel.  The  Trustees  requested  him  to  include  in  his  estimate  for  1922 
the  new  positions  necessary. 
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GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL 

The  Medical  Board  recommended  that  beginning  with  1922  all  appoint- 
ments to  the  house  staff  shall  be  made  for  not  less  than  two  years. 

A  special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Medical  Board  to  review  the 
work  of  the  house  staff  has  outlined  a  schedule  which  will  require  special 
work  in  the  X-Ray  Department,  the  Out  Patient  Department  and  the 
Pathological  Department.  It  has  also  been  recommended  that  the  work 
of  the  Pathologist  be  as  varied  as  possible,  and  that  those  in  charge  of  the 
departments  personally  follow  up  and  check  the  work  so  as  to  make  find- 
ings which  may  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  laboratory. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  approved 
the  establishment  of  an  orthopaedic  clinic  in  the  Out  Patient  Department 
under  the  direction  of  the  Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 
The  Medical  Director  reports  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  medical 
conferences  there  has  been  formed  a  casualty  conference  which  meets 
monthly  and  reports  upon  all  fatal  cases,  classifying  them  into  anatomical 
and  disease  groups.  Each  case  is  discussed  in  detail,  and  where  an  autopsy 
has  been  performed  the  specimens  are  exhibited. 

A  special  department  for  the  treatment  of  diabetes  has  been  established, 
also  a  division  for  the  treatment  of  neurological  cases.  It  is  proposed  to 
open  a  cardiac  clinic  at  an  early  date 

Miss  Jessie  A.  Stowers,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  hospital,  retired 
on  July  first,  after  twenty-eight  years  of  service.  The  Trustees  adopted 
the  following  testimonial,  and  ordered  a  copy  transmitted  to  her: 

Miss  Jessie  A.  Stowers,  a  graduate  nurse  of  City  Hospital  in 
1892,  was  appointed  to  superintend  Gouverneur  Hospital  in  1894,  and 
for  twenty-seven  years  she  devoted  every  hour  of  that  period  to 
the  fulfillment  of  her  duties  with  scrupulous  care  and  extraordinary 
ability.  Every  detail  of  her  work  brought  gratifying  results ;  carry- 
ing out  instructions  of  the  doctors  and  Trustees,  caring  for  the  home 
comforts  of  the  nurses  and  internes,  business  administration  of  all 
the  employees  and  tactful  settlement  of  the  many  little  troubles  that 
arise  in  a  public  institution,  and  last,  but  most  important  of  all,  she 
ministered  with  her  whole  heart  and  soul  unto  the  needs  of  thousands 
of  sick  poor  who  were  blessed  with  the  good  fortune  of  being  under 
her  skillful,  tender  care. 

The  Trustees  find  it  difficult  to  express  in  words  their  appre- 
ciation of  this  noble  woman  and  now  that  she  seeks  a  rest  so  long 
and  badly  needed,  they  tender  her  their  heartfelt  gratitude  and  wish 
unto  her  all  the  blessings  she  has  so  richly  earned. 

HARLEM  HOSPITAL 

Because  the  medical  schools  and  hospitals  of  the  City  have  associated 
themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  educational  and  clinical 
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facilities  to  make  New  York  a  great  medical  center,  and  considering  that 
Harlem  Hospital  had  a  varied  supply  of  clinical  material,  the  Medical  Board 
suggested  that  they  be  included  in  the  list  of  hospitals  having  clinical  op- 
portunities open  to  the  students  and  graduates  of  medicine  in  order  that 
the  hospital  may  become  one  of  the  centers  for  clinical  instruction.  The 
Trustees  have  taken  this  under  advisement  and  have  referred  the  subject 
to  the  General  Medical  Superintendent  for  consideration. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  Trustees  have  referred  to  the 
Budget  Committee  for  consideration  the  purchase  of  one  electrocardiograph 
outfit,  one  Basle  metabolic  outfit,  for  which  is  needed  a  gasometer,  and 
one  Kober-Benedict  calorimeter.  The  General  Medical  Superintendent  has 
been  instructed  to  make  application  in  the  budget  for  a  Roentgenologist 
for  full  time  service  at  the  hospital. 

A  new  library  has  been  established  and  is  now  open  for  use  of  the 
house  staff.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  authorities  of  Hunter 
College  to  send  several  technicians  to  the  hospital  for  instruction  and  ser- 
vice ;  these  students  are  to  serve  without  pay  and  will,  to  a  large  degree, 
render  the  service  required  of  the  laboratory. 

The  Medical  Board  recommended  that  new  members  of  the  house  staff 
shall  be  qualified  as  instructors  in  anaesthesia  before  beginning  their  regular 
duties  in  the  hospital. 

FORDHAM  HOSPITAL 

The  Trustees  have  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  tuberculosis  clinic 
at  Fordham  Hospital,  funds  having  been  obtained  from  private  sources. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Medical  Board  the  Trustees  referred  to  the 
General  Medical  Superintendent  the  request  of  providing  better  facilities 
for  the  collection  of  specimens  for  the  laboratory. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  reported  that  a  special  inspection  had 
revealed  that  considerable  over-crowding  exists  at  the  hospital  and  requested 
that  the  matter  be  given  careful  consideration.  The  General  Medical  Super- 
intendent reported  that  the  new  wards,  which  are  now  open,  would  relieve 
these  conditions.  The  installation  of  a  boiler  plant  for  heating  these  wards, 
however,  has  been  delayed,  because  of  the  failure  of  contractors  to  furnish 
a  suitable  boiler.  It  became  necessary  to  provide  heating  facilities.  The 
Supervising  Engineer  estimated  that  he  could  connect  the  radiators  with 
the  present  installation  of  pipes  for  approximately  $2,000.  On  condition 
that  it  would  be  safe  to  use  the  present  piping  the  Trustees  authorized  this 
expenditure. 

The  General  Medical  Superintendent  reported  that  the  number  of  pupil 
nurses  has  been  considerably  reduced  and  that  affiliating  schools  were  unable 
to  replace  them.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  wards  this  presented  a  diffi- 
cult situation.  To  meet  the  emergency  the  Trustees  authorized  the  employ- 
ment of  graduate  nurses,  and  that  a  request  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  for  the  necessary  funds. 
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NEPONSIT  BEACH  HOSPITAL  FOR  CHILDREN 

Bids  were  received  for  the  erection  of  a  playhouse  but  action  was  de- 
ferred pending  further  investigation  by  the  President  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Building  Committee. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr. 
Edward  J.  Murphy  was  appointed  Assistant  Attending  Physician  to  the 
Hospital.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  year  has  been  free  from  epidemic  disease  and  no  untoward  inci- 
dent has  placed  upon  us  any  unusual  demand.  As  our  organization  has 
suffered  from  the  aftermath  of  war,  much  attention  was  given  to  building 
up  and  re-establishing  our  personnel  on  pre-war  standards — particularly 
the  nursing  staff  which  had  been  depleted  as  much  as  30  per  cent,  and 
because  of  which  we  did  not  feel  we  were  giving  adequate  care  to  patients. 
Only  during  the  last  few  months  has  there  been  any  indication  that  young 
women  were  again  showing  interest  in  nursing  as  a  profession,  or  means 
of  livelihood.  Not  until  December  did  an  entering  class  approach  in  num- 
ber the  so-called  average.  The  Allied  Hospitals  have  particularly  suffered 
from  this  shortage,  as  the  nursing  is  done  at  these  hospitals  largely  by 
nurses  in  training  from  other  schools  who  are  affiliated  with  us.  These 
schools  have  not  been  able  to  maintain  their  numbers  to  permit  the  replace- 
ment of  their  pupils  on  completion  of  training.  This  has  necessitated  our 
putting  on  a  few  additional  graduates  and  nurses'  aides  or  attendants. 
The  Mills  School  for  the  Training  of  Men  Nurses  was  re-established  and 
will  meet  a  need  that  has  been  apparent  since  its  abolition  a  few  years  ago 
and  the  enactment  of  nursing  legislation. 

The  need  for  the  service  building,  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
an  extension  to  the  Nurses'  Residence  at  Bellevue  becomes  more  urgent  as 
time  passes,  and  the  numbers  requiring  relief  increase.  No  new  construc- 
tion was  undertaken.  The  wards  built  at  Fordham  Hospital  during  1920 
were  opened  and  will  do  much  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  previously  exist- 
ing at  this  hospital ;  also  permitting  a  better  classification  of  patients. 

Plans  have  been  completed  and  contracts  practically  let  for  a  Roof 
Ward  at  Bellevue  and  a  Recreation  Pavilion  at  Neponsit  Beach  Hospital, 
the  funds  being  benefactions  from  the  will  of  Wm.  Washington  Cole  and 
Elizabeth  Peckham,  respectively. 

Screens  were  placed  on  the  windows  and  doors  of  many  of  the  wards 
to  eliminate  flies  and  mosquitoes.  This  will  be  extended  during  the  coming 
year,  an  appropriation  being  available. 
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A  Departmental  Dietitian,  appointed  during  1921,  did  most  effective 
work  in  standardizing  the  diets,  supervising  the  kitchens,  controlling  waste 
and  making  possible  economies. 

As  in  the  past  the  hospital  has  served  as  a  clearing  house  for  the 
tuberculous  and  alleged  insane.  The  courts  are  making  more  use  of  our 
wards  and  the  services  of  our  alienists,  so  that  much  time  of  our  staff  is 
now  taken  in  attendance  upon  hearings  and  in  the  preparation  of  reports  on 
cases  committed  for  observation.  The  mental  defective  child  is  coming  to 
us  in  greater  numbers.  Except  the  problem  of  the  alcoholic  and  the  drug 
case  has  grown  less,  we  would  require  more  space  and  a  special  staff  to  meet 
the  need  of  this  group. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  note  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients 
on  our  general  or  special  services.  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  Attend- 
ing Staff  always  to  give  the  patient  the  benefit  of  any  new  method  or  ad- 
vances in  the  Science  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  Two  new  electric  ambu- 
lances were  added  to  our  equipment  at  Gouverneur. 

Band  Concerts  were  given  on  the  grounds  of  the  hospital  by  the  Post 
Office,  Police,  Fire  and  Street  Cleaning  Department  Bands. 

The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Department  as  a  whole,  gives  thanks 
to  the  many  persons  not  in  its  employ  for  contributions  of  money  and  time 
during  the  holiday  season,  and  providing  moving  pictures,  concerts,  auto- 
mobile rides  and  various  delicacies
